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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 10 recites "product interface holder panel". It is not clear what structure(s) 
is encompassed by this recitation. Furthermore, it is not clear what applicant intends to 
claim by "standardized insert". Yet still, the claim recites, "the generic product holder 
(30) is sized to receive stationery items, jewelry, and consumable food items". It is not 
clear as to what size the generic product holder has to be in order to receive stationery 
items, jewelry, and consumable food items. 

Claims 14 and 15 recite limitations having insufficient antecedent bases. Claim 
14 recites the limitation "permanent attachments" in line 2. Claim 15 recites "the (said) 
inventive design" (lines 1-2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 10-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hodge. 

Hodge discloses a product holder interface panel (22) attached to a plush figure 
in a temporary fashion (e.g. by sewing, for example); a generic product holder (30, 
which is capable of holding photographs) is permanently attached (e.g. made integral 
with) to the product-holder interface panel (22) (col. 3, lines 56-57) (Figure 3, reference 
part 22) forms part of the aesthetic representation (e.g. a character, such as depicted in 
Figure 1); the generic product holder (30) is sized to receive stationery items (such as 
an ID sheet 50); a closure mechanism (40,42) protects the product holder interface 
panel (22) and permanent attachments (e.g. closure mechanism 40,42 protects the 
product holder interface panel 22 and the generic product holder 30 [which may be 
made integral with the product holder interface panel, col. 3, lines 56-57; col. 4, lines 5- 
10] from handling and damage by concealing elements 22 and 30 from exposure to 
things or situations that would cause damage thereto). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hodge 
in view of Tai et al. 
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Hodge discloses the claimed invention except for a handle to add portability to 
the stuffed or plush article. 

Tai et al. disclose a stuffed toy (10) that doubles as a carrying article (col. 2, lines 
7-10). The stuffed toy (10) includes a handle (12). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide a handle as taught by Tai et al. since Tai et al. state at 
col. 2, lines 7-1 0, that such a modification would permit the stuffed toy to be carried from 
one place to another.
